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Pop singer Bobby Farrell dies on tour in Russia 






AMSTERDAM - Performer 
Bobby Farrell, of the 1970s 
European chart-topping group 
Boney M, was found dead in 
his hotel bed Thursday while 
on tour in Russia, his agent 
said. He was 61. 

Farrell appeared as scheduled 
in St. Petersburg Wednesday 
night, but complained of 
breathing problems before and 
after his show, said the agent, 
John Seine. He had been due 
to fly to Rome Thursday for a 
television show. 

Farrell, who lived in 
Amsterdam, was more a 



dancer and showman than 
singer when he fronted Boney 
M in the 1970s and 4 80s. The 
group, based in Germany, 
broke into the charts with 
“Daddy Cool” and “Sunny” 
in 1976. Two years later their 
version of “By the Rivers 
of Babylon” sold nearly 2 
million records in Britain 
alone, keeping it No. 1 for five 
weeks. 

Alphonso “Bobby” Farrell left 
his home on the Caribbean 
island of Aruba at 15 to 
work as a sailor, then drifted 
to Norway and Germany

to pursue a career as a DJ, 
according to his official 
biography. 

He was chosen in 1974 to front 
the Caribbean group Boney 
M, put together by German 
singer and songwriter Frank 
Farian, who did much of the 
recorded singing. Boney M 
had 38 top-10 hits, including 
15 number ones in Germany. 


They included “Brown Girl 
in the Ring” and “Mary’s 
Boychild.” 

In 1978 Boney M was the 
first Western music group 
invited by a Soviet leader, 
Feonid Brezhnev, to perform 
in the Soviet Union. A Soviet 
military plane flew the 
performers from Fondon to 
Moscow, where they sang for 
an audience of 2,700 Russians 
in Red Square. The original 
group of Farrell and three 
women broke up in 1986 and 


Farrell continued on his own 
or with various female back¬ 
up singers, maintaining his 
flamboyant style and glittering 
costumes. In recent years he 
toured under the name Bobby 
Farrell’s Boney M, melding 
disco and Calypso music. 
Seine said the cause of death 
was not known, but Farrell 
had suffered health problems 
off-and-on for 10 years. He 
said he was found dead by 
hotel staff after he failed to 
respond to a wake-up call.Q

Palynological Study Shows 


Aruba was Greener and Quite Wet400 Years Ago 



ORANJESTAD - Aruba was 
greener and definitely much more 
humid 400 years ago, before the 
arrival of the first European. That 
is the conclusion of Biologist 
Kees Nooren, who completed 
a palynological study here on 
behalf of the Aruba national 
park, Arikok. Palynology is 
the study of pollen, grains and 
spores, as well as other organic 
microfossils. Nooren conducted 
his investigation in the park, 
but particularly at the Spanish 
Lagoon area where he extracted 
fossilized spores and pollen from 
the ground, taking him back 
thousands of years. 

The pollen and spores he 
collected were later analyzed at 
the University of Groningen in 
the Netherlands and showed that 
Aruba’s vegetation was different 
as compared to how it is now, and 


similar to what can be found in 
Puerto Rico and the Windward 
Islands. For instance, there 
were a total of seven different 
species of ferns growing here, 
including a fern tree. The study 
took two years and was financed 
by the Prins Bernhard Fund, and 
illustrates the vegetation history 
of Aruba. According to the 
results, Aruba’s vegetation was 
able to flourish without human 
intervention until some 6,500 
years ago. That is when the study 
first showed human presence near 
the Spanish Lagoon and at other 
sites. That was also when the first 
fruit plant was introduced to the 
Aruba. However, the impact of 
humans was minimal. 

Some 1,000 years ago, the island 
was lush, with enough rain to 
support a growing population. 
But things changed upon the 


arrival of Europeans, first the 
Spaniards, then the Dutch. 
With lack of minerals, the only 
valuable resource on the island 
was wood of the trees. A drastic 
deforestation took place on 
Aruba and according to biologist 
Nooren, this had an impact on 
the soil and eventually on the 
rainfall. The erosion of soil made 
it difficult for the vegetation to 
restore quickly. Even though no 
similar studies were conducted 
in the region, it can be assumed 
that similar activities took place 
in the nearby islands and the 
northern coast of South America, 
and thus also impacted the 
weather pattern. 

Regeneration was also hampered 
by the aloe industry that took 
root in particularly the 19th 
century. Most of the fields were 
cleared for aloe plantations 
and thus, trees did not have the 
opportunity to regenerate. 

But the news is not all bad. 
Nooren showed pictures of the 
area surrounding the Spanish 
Lagoon of some 100 years ago. 
The hills were relatively barren 
without tall growth. Nowadays, 
comparative photos show that the 
mangroves in the lagoon itself 
are more abundant, while the 
area, including the Frenchmen’s 
Pass has large, overgrown 
trees. Nooren attributes this to 
the diminished importance of 
aloe for the island’s economy 
and thus open fields were able 
to regenerate. The vegetation 
consists now of secondary, 
fast growing plants and trees, 
particularly the thorny acacia 
tree, Hubada. 

Kees Nooren believes this is 
a good thing, as these ‘sca¬ 
vengers’ will help contribute to 
soil generation which eventually 
will enable local plants, who are 
under the threat of extinction, 
to regenerate. In fact, Nooren 
points out the existence of young 
saplings, indicating the success 
of the survival of some of the 
endemic trees. 

The national park considers the 
study of high importance in light 


of its reforestation project. The 
results of the study make it clear 
what directions to take, and how 
the process should take place to 
ensure success. Arikok National 
Park spokesperson Jimmy Mijer 
says there are also plans to re¬ 
introduce the Aruba parrot in the 
wild, but before that happens, 
“we have to make sure the animal 
will be able to find its food in 
the wild.” And the reforestation 


project will contribute to that. 
The next step is to safeguard 
Spanish Lagoon. The wetland 
area is of utmost value for the 
ecosystem on Aruba and has 
yet to enjoy legal protection 
here, even though it resorts 
under the Ramsar Wetland 
Treaty. The intention is for the 
Spanish Lagoon to resort under 
management of Parke Nacional 
Arikok. □

“The Lionfish Cookbook” released 




Cam beatem. then eafem 


MIAMI - Florida marine 
conservationists have come 
up with a simple recipe for 
fighting the invading lionfish 
that is gobbling up local reef 
life — eat them. 

The Key Largo-based REEF 
conservation organization 
has just released “The 
Lionfish Cookbook,” a 
collection of 45 recipes 
which is the group’s latest 
strategy to counter an 
invasion of the non-native 
reddish brown-striped fish in 
Florida waters. 

“It’s absolutely good eating 


— a delicacy. It’s delicately 
flavored white meat, very 
buttery,” Lad Akins, director 
of special projects for Reef 
Environmental Education 
Foundation (REEF), told 
Reuters. He authored the 
cookbook along with a 
professional chef, Tricia 
Ferguson. 

Red lionfish, a prickly 
predator armed with flaring 
venomous spines like a lion’s 
mane that give them their 
name, are native to the South 
Pacific, Indian Ocean and 
Red Sea. 


With few natural predators, 
they have been rapidly 
expanding in Caribbean and 
Atlantic waters, voraciously 
preying on local fish, shrimp 
and crab populations across 
the region and in Florida, 
which has world-famous 
coral reefs. 

Some scientists are now 
listing the invasive lionfish 
species among the top 15 
threats to global biodiversity. 
While REEF has organized 
local fishing “derbies” to 
hunt the lionfish, including 
handling tips and tasting 


sessions, Akins said making 
humans the invading species’ 
top predator was the best 
way to fight back against the 
threat it posed. 

“Fishermen and divers 
realize it’s a danger to our 
native marine life, through 
its predation. But there 
really aren’t government 
funds to provide bounties 
or removal programs. So 
creating a demand for the 
fish, a market for the fish, is 
in effect a de facto bounty,” 
he told Reuters. 

U.S. government researchers 
believe the red lionfish was 
introduced into Florida 
waters during Hurricane 
Andrew in 1992 when an 
aquarium broke and at least 
six fish spilled into Miami’s 
Biscayne Bay. 

“CARIBBEAN’S NEW 
DELICACY” 

The front section of the 
cookbook, which calls the 
lionfish “The Caribbean’s 
New Delicacy,” gives useful 
tips on collecting, handling 
and preparing the colorful 
species, as well as providing 
expert background on its 
ecological impact. 

Akins says the fish, which 
lives among coral, can be 
netted, speared or caught 
by rod and reel, but he 
recommends handling them 
with puncture-proof gloves 


to avoid a painful prick from 
the mantle of venomous 
spines. 

“They can be quick over a 
short distance, but they’re 
not a free-swimming 
ocean fish like a tuna or a 
mackerel,” he said. 

Unlike the toxic Fugu 
pufferfish or blowfish, which 
is an expensive delicacy in 
Japan but requires careful 
expert preparation to avoid 
potentially fatal poisoning, 
Akins says lionfish meat is 
safe to eat and contains no 
venom. 

“The venom is only in the 
spines. Cooking the fish 
would denature the venom, 
even if you left the spines 
on. It’s simple enough just to 
cut the spines off,” he said. 
Akins said he hoped the 
cookbook could help create 
a commercial market for 
lionfish that would speed 
their eradication. But he 
wasn’t sure whether the 
brightly colored invader 
would appear on the menus 
of Miami Beach eateries. 

“It certainly is on the menu 
in many other countries 
— the Bahamas, Turks 
and Caicos, Dominican 
Republic, Mexico,” he said, 
adding that orders for the 
recipe book, which can be 
purchased online at www. 
reef.org, were coming in

Website modules that suggest items related to what you’re 
viewing. Pop-ups at the comer of your computer screen that 
notify you when a friend’s status has changed. Widgets that 
display stock quotes or the weather forecast. You’ve probably 
come across many of these staples of digital society already this 
morning. 

According to Microsoft co-founder Paul Allen, they’re his. The 
Seattle Times is reporting that the billionaire’s now-shuttered 
technology firm, Interval Licensing, has filed an amended 
lawsuit against Apple, Google Facebook, eBay, and seven other 
web and office supply behemoths for patent infringement, after 
a federal judge in Seattle mled earlier in December that an initial 
suit was too vague. The firm is requesting compensation from 
companies it claims are employing technologies developed by 
Interval in the 1990s. 

Does Interval have a case? 

It’s a Longshot, says Brier Dudley at The Seattle Times, citing 
legal experts. But “the potential payoff is large—perhaps $500 
million or more if he wins.” 

What Are Allen’s Motivations? asks Christopher Dawson at 
ZDNet: 

To a billionaire who goes around building music museums, it 
seems as though there would need to be more at stake than a 
mere $500 million to bother going after the likes of Google, 
Apple, and Staples. This seems like it’s more about the future 
of the Web (including the mobile Web and Microsoft’s biggest 
competitor) than it is about YouTube and iTunes content 
recommendations. 

Some of These Allegations Are Bizarre, points out Peter Sayer 
at PC World. He notes that Interval accuses the e-mail spam 
filters offered by AOL and Google of infringement “because 
their classification of messages as spam depends in part of a 
comparison with other e-mail messages received.” 

Google’s Android Operating System May Be in Trouble, asserts 
Florian Mueller at FOSS Patents. The lawsuit, he explains, 
levels allegations at Google for making and selling devices with 
the Android OS and associated software like Google Talk and 
Google Voice. Mueller adds: 

Should Google be served an injunction as a result of Interval’s 
suit, owners of Android phones would experience a very 
significant degradation of the user experience. Android’s 
usability is generally under threat now because Apple already 
asserts various user interface (particularly multi-touch) patents 
against HTC and Motorola, and in its latest claims against 
Motorola, Microsoft also asserted a couple of touchscreen 
patents. □ 
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Christine O Donnell FBI Probe: 

witch Hunt or Legitimate? 


WASHINGTON, DC - Is Christine 
O’Donnell a criminal? Now the FBI is 
investigating the failed Senate candidate 
for possible misuse of campaign funds, 
O’Donnell is defending herself by saying 
the charges have no merit and are part of a 
nefarious plot against her by her political 
enemies, including, she suggests, Joe 
Biden. It sounds crazy, but could she be 
right? 

Slate’s Dave Weigel says the case against 
her is thin. The Delaware GOP had filed an 
FEC complaint against her just before the 
September 9 primary but dropped it after 
she won. Eleven days later, Citizens for 
Responsibility and Ethics in Washington 
filed their own complaints based on 
accusations by a former staffer that 
O’Donnell had used campaign funds to pay 
her own rent and utilities. Advisers told 
O’Donnell to hold onto campaign funds for 
possible legal challenges after the election. 
As of December 2, she had kept $924,800. 
Now she’s going to need it. 

Being Accused Doesn’t Make Her Guilty 
Slate’s Weigel writes, “Most of the 
allegations against O’Donnell concern 
campaign spending from her previous 
campaign account, but an investigation was 
assumed to be coming as soon as CREW 
weighed in. This is why [her spokesman] 
ranted a bit to ABC News about the 
flimsiness or political motivation of the 
CREW case. The O’Donnell campaign’s 
explanation for the use of fund was always 
an eyebrow-raiser, but it’s only been a 
month since CREW’s last FEC complaint, 
against John Ensign, was dismissed. ‘Hit 
by complaint filed by CREW’ does not 
always (or typically) mean ‘guilty of 
violating law.’” 

O’Donnell Should Blame Republicans, Not 
Democrats, conservative blogger Robert 
Stacy McCain writes. “The FEC usually 
handles campaign-finance investigations 
in a quiet manner and it is seldom much of 
a headline when the FEC imposes a fine. 
More importantly, nine times out of 10, 
violations are only really newsworthy when 
they involve the winner of an election. ... 
The attempt to inflate this investigation into 
a big story... via leaks prominently featuring 
anonymous Delaware Republicans most 
likely represents the state GOP’s desire to 
drive a stake through O’Donnell’s political 
heart. It’s spiteful and pathetic.” 

The Press Is Eager to Convict, American 
Spectator’s Aaron Goldstein muses. “If 
O’Donnell is under federal investigation 
shouldn’t the FBI apprise O’Do nn ell before 


they tell the AP? ... If she is under federal 
investigation she has the constitutional 
right to face her accusers and call their 
evidence into question. The onus is on 
the federal government to prove her guilt. 
However, as far as the mainstream media 
goes, O’Do nn ell has already been tried and 
convicted.” 

Not a Crook, Just an Idiot, FireDogLake’s 
TBogg writes. “When it comes to the misuse 
of campaign funds, I think O’Donnell 
sincerely believes that the people who gave 
her money to run for office gave it to her

NEW YORK - As one of the 
strangest NFL seasons — on 
and off the field — winds 
down, football fans can 
begin contemplating playoff 
matchups, followed by the 
Super Bowl, then the draft.

Colts’ Manning chasing more history against Titans

“I think the players are taking this very 
seriously,” says Condon, who has been through 
three other labor disputes: in 1974 as a rookie, 
in 4 82 as a part of the negotiations, and as an 
outside counsel to the players in 1987. “They 
know what is at stake here and all the reaction 
to preparing for it has been positive. We have 
encouraged them to talk to their player reps, 
who are their direct lines to the union, to 
discuss the issues, and to discuss the issues 
among themselves.” 

Broncos safety Brian Dawkins, a 15-year 
veteran, says he has advised younger players on 
saving money.

NFL owners say they need a restructured deal 
because they can’t afford the revenue split of 
the CBA about to expire. NFL revenues are 
expected to be near $9 billion for 2010, with 
nearly 60 percent of designated revenues 


in the trivia books. 

“It would be pretty cool to 
catch No. 400 and be part of 
one of the many records he 
has,” Garcon said with a smile.

GREENSBORO, N.C. - Duke 
coach Mike Krzyzewski 
moved past longtime rival 
Dean Smith into second place 
on the men’s all-time wins 
list Wednesday night when 
the No. 1 Blue Devils routed 
North Carolina-Greensboro 
108-62. 

Krzyzewski posted his 880th 
career victory. Coach K 
trails only Bob Knight, who 
mentored Krzyzewski and 
coached him at Army on the 
way to 902 wins. One fan in 
the stands held a sign that 
said: “You’re next, Bobby.” 
When the buzzer sounded, 
Krzyzewski hugged UNC 
Greensboro coach — and 
former assistant — Mike 
Dement before making his 
way across the court for a 
television interview. The Hall 
of Fame coach waved to the 
Duke fans who helped pack 
the 23,000-seat Greensboro 
Coliseum. 

Kyle Singler scored 27 points 
and Nolan Smith had 22 of his 
season-high 26 points in the 
first half for the Blue Devils 
( 12 - 0 ). 

Duke shrugged off an eight- 
day break and shot a season- 
best 60.9 percent, scored 42 
points off 23 turnovers and 
hit the 100-point mark for the 
second time. 

The reigning national 
champions won their 22nd 
straight, pushing Krzyzewski 
past the man who coached 
the Tar Heels for 36 seasons 


before retiring in 1997 as the 
winningest coach in Division 
I history. Knight then passed 
Smith and retired nearly three 
years ago. 

“I congratulate Mike on this 
milestone victory,” Smith said 
in a statement issued by North 
Carolina following the game. 
“I am sure he would want to 
share the credit for the wins 
with all his players and staff. 
I enjoyed competing against 
Mike’s teams throughout the 
years I was at UNC. I wish 
him continued health and 
personal success.” 

If the Blue Devils run through 
the rest of their schedule 
undefeated, Krzyzewski — 
who is 880-279 in his 36th 
season as a head coach — will 
catch Knight in this same arena 
in March in the championship 
game of the Atlantic Coast 
Conference tournament and 
pass him in the first round of 
the NCAA tournament. 

The Greensboro Coliseum, 
located roughly an hour’s 
drive from Duke’s Durham 
campus, has become a second 
home for Krzyzewski and 
the Blue Devils, who haven’t 
been beaten here since a loss 
to Maryland in the 2004 ACC 
title game. They won the league 
tournament here for the fifth 
time under Krzyzewski last 
March before rolling through 
the NCAA tournament on the 
way claiming to their fourth 
national title, and haven’t lost 
since. 

Seth Curry scored 15 points, 
Miles Plumlee and Andre 


Dawkins added 11 apiece 
and Ryan Kelly scored 10 for 
the Blue Devils, who hadn’t 
played since Dec. 20. This 
was their fourth straight game 
without freshman point guard 
Kyrie Irving, who averages 
a team-best 17.4 points but 
remains out indefinitely with 
an injured big toe on his right 
foot. 

They certainly didn’t need him 
against the winless Spartans, 
who offered little resistance 
in falling to 0-3 against No. 1 
teams in the program’s history. 
Duke opened the game on a 
15-2 run, went up by double 
figures to stay roughly 6 1/2 
minutes in, and outscored 
UNC Greensboro 22-7 
midway through the half to 
open up a permanent 20-point 
lead. Singler’s jumper in 
traffic with about 7:15 left 
made it 39-15 and Smith’s 
fast-break dunk roughly 5 
minutes later gave the Blue 
Devils their largest lead of the 
half, 49-24. 

Duke’s 53 first-half points 
were a season high, and by 
the break, Smith was two 
points shy of his season high. 
He finished three away from 
the career-best 29 points 
he scored against Baylor 
in the South Regional final 
last March. Smith made it a 
30-point game when his layup 
with 14 minutes left pushed it 
to 71-40. 

Aaron Brackett had 14 points 
to lead UNC Greensboro (0- 
12). The Spartans previously 
fell to top-ranked Duke teams

Harmon Killebrew 
says he has cancer

MINNEAPOLIS - Hall 
of Fame slugger Harmon 
Killebrew has been diagnosed 
with esophageal cancer. 
The 74-year-old Killebrew 
released a statement through 
the Minnesota Twins on 
Thursday, saying he expects 
to make a full recovery from 
the “very serious” condition. 
“With my wife, Nita, by my 
side, I have begun preparing 
for what is perhaps the most 
difficult battle of my life,” 
Killebrew said. 

Killebrew hit 573 home 
runs and made 11 All-Star 
appearances during his 22- 
year career spent mostly with 
the Washington Senators and 
Twins. He was inducted into 
the Hall of Fame in 1984 and 
was fifth on the career home 
run list when he retired in 
1975 after one season with the 
Kansas City Royals. 

Killebrew currently ranks 
11th on the homer list, and his 
eight seasons with 40 or more 
homers still is tied for second 
in league history to Babe Ruth. 
Killebrew has maintained 
a regular presence with the 
Twins for years. He now lives 
in the Phoenix area and said 


he is receiving treatment at the 
Mayo Clinic nearby. He was 
optimistic about his chances 
for recovery. 

“The Mayo Clinic is one 
of the largest and most 
experienced medical centers 
treating esophageal cancer in 
the world. In the past decade, 
they have made tremendous 
advances in the treatment of 
this disease,” he said. “Nita 
and I feel blessed to have 
access to the best doctors and 
medical care.” 

The congenial heavy hitter 
is one of the most beloved 
players in Twins history, 
as much for his gentle and 
approachable nature off the 
field as for the towering home 
runs he hit during his playing 
days. 

Twins designated hitter Jim 
Thome passed Killebrew 
on the career home run list 
in August, belting two at 
brand new Target Field. After 
the feat, Killebrew issued 
a gracious congratulatory 
message to Thome. 

“I speak very highly of Jim 
Thome,” Killebrew said in 
September. “Not only is he a 
great player, but he’s a great 
individual. I think he was 
a little apprehensive about

passing me up. I said, Him, I 
passed a lot of guys up myself 
along the way.

In Auburn Hills, Michigan, 
Kevin Garnett left in the first 
quarter with a leg injury, and 
Boston looked ragged without 
him in a loss to Detroit. 

The Celtics lost for only the 
second time in 17 games, but 
they’re encountering some 
potentially serious adversity 
now. Garnett hurt himself on 
a dunk late in the first quarter, 
and although X-rays revealed 
no fracture in his right leg, he 
didn’t return. Boston was also 
without point guard Raj on 
Rondo, who missed his sixth 
straight game with a sprained 
ankle. 

Tracy McGrady scored 21 
points for the Pistons, who led 
45-37 at halftime and pushed 
the margin to 16 in the third 
quarter. 

Hawks 103, Warriors 93 

In Atlanta, Josh Smith had 22 
points and 10 rebounds to lead 
Atlanta over Golden State. 

A1 Horford had 21 points and 
15 rebounds for the Hawks. 


Dorell Wright scored a career- 
high 32 points for Golden 
State, which lost its first game 
in four. 

In Los Angeles, A1 Jefferson 
had 31 points and 10 rebounds 
to help Utah beat Los Angeles. 
Andre Kirilenko missed 
his first game of the season 
because of a lower back strain 
and reserve C.J. Miles also 
sat out because of flulike 
symptoms, leaving the Jazz 
vulnerable at small forward. 
Utah rookie Gordon Hayward 
made his fifth start of the 
season in Kirilenko’s spot, 
and had 17 points and six 
rebounds. 

Blake Griffin led the Clippers 
with 30 points and 12 
rebounds. 

In Oklahoma City, Kevin 
Durant scored 27 points before 
taking the fourth quarter off 
as Oklahoma City rolled past 
error-prone New Jersey.

A million people to watch the ball drop 



NEW YORK - It’s the biggest 
public party in the country. 
Nearly a million revelers will 
cram into the streets of Times 
Square to watch the ball drop 
on New Year’s Eve. 

It’s also remarkably crime- 
free, safe and orderly. In the 
past decade, there have been 
few arrests and virtually no 
major problems funneling 
people in and out of the 
confetti-filled streets to ring in 
the New Year. 

That’s due mostly to what 
the partygoers don’t notice: 
Throngs of police and 
counterterrorism officers 
blanketing the area, working 
from a security plan 
specifically tailored for the 
event. 

Manhole covers are sealed. 
Counter-snipers are stationed 
on secret rooftops. Officers 
carry beeper-sized radiation 
detectors. Plainclothes 

officers are stationed in the 
pens with the crowds, along 
with a uniformed presence and 
undercover officers. Bomb¬ 
sniffing dogs are on site. Purses 
are searched. Checkpoints 
are set up and perimeters are 
created using concrete blocks. 
Passing vehicles are checked 
for safety. Haz-mat teams are 


on standby. 

NYPD brass tweak the plan 
every year, using lessons 
learned from previous 
scares like the botched 
Times Square car bombing 
in May and the attempted 
bombing of a Christmas tree 
lighting in Portland, Oregon 
near Thanksgiving. NYPD 
counterterrorism chief James 
Waters mined information 
on the suicide bombing this 
month in Stockholm, Sweden. 
“Intelligence informs a lot 
of what we do,” Waters 
said. “Understanding the 
threat, always the basics, 
understanding what the threat 
is against New York, what’s 
the threat against the country, 
and everything that comes 
behind that.” 

People have gathered for a 
century in Times Square to ring 
in the New Year, but it hasn’t 
always been a family-friendly 
affair. In the early 1990s, 
before the redevelopment of 
the bowtie collection of streets 
at Broadway and Seventh 
Avenue, the area was overrun 
with crime and home to sex 
shops and peep shows. 
Revelers would gather with 
plenty of liquor as shopkeepers 
boarded up their windows 


with plywood for the night, 
hoping no one would smash 
through. Dick Clark broadcast 
his ABC show from the area, 
but he did it inside, away from 
the crowds. 

Longtime residents say it was 
a boozy, drunken mess. 

“In the 1990s, the police 
wouldn’t even let us play 
music on an outdoor sound 
system,” said Tim Tompkins, 
president of the Times Square 
Alliance, which runs the 
event along with Countdown 
Entertainment. 

“They were afraid to draw any 
more people because it was 
wild.” 

But Disney, upscale hotels, 
theme stores and restaurants 
arrived in the mid-1990s and 
changed the feel of the area 
and drew more families and 
tourists, and with it, a softer 
crowd. 

Police began to ramp up their 
security effort with worries 
over millennium threats. 
Officers used metal pens 
to control where the crowd 
stood — keeping a path clear 
for emergency trucks. And 
they banned alcohol and 
backpacks. Uniformed police 
officers flooded the area. 
Plainclothes officers roamed 


the crowds. 

After Sept. 11, 2001, “we 
added a counterterrorism 
overlay” to New Year’s 
security, said Paul Browne, the 
NYPD’s deputy commissioner 
for public information. “We 
have kept changing it based 
on the needs ever since.” 

Since the terror attack, there 
have been at least six foiled 
plots against the city — 
including the plot by Faisal 
Shahzad to bomb Times 
Square with a used car stuffed 
with a propane-and-gasoline 
bomb on May 1. 

The department has answered 
with ever-developing tools, 
like the network of private 
and police cameras called 
the Lower and Midtown 
Manhattan Security initiatives. 


The department recently 
added 500 cameras to the 
subway stops at Times Square, 
Grand Central Terminal and 
Penn Station. 

The cameras are managed at 
a command center in lower 
Manhattan, where a single 
high-bandwidth fiber optic 
network connects the cameras 
to police. It will be used New 
Year’s Eve to help track any 
suspicious activity. 

The department meets months 
in advance to set rules and 
share plans with the area 
restaurants and hotels that 
host fancy parties, along with 
the Times Square Alliance. 
They plot out where TV trucks 
will be stationed, and the 
best exit routes in case of an 
emergency. □ 
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U.S. revokes Venezuelan ambassador's visa 



WASHINGTON - The United 
States revoked the visa of 
Venezuela’s ambassador to 
Washington in retaliation for 
President Hugo Chavez’s 
rejection of a nominated 
U.S. envoy critical of his 
government, the U.S. State 


Department said Wednesday. 
The move stokes long- 
simmering tensions between 
Washington and the socialist 
Chavez, who is a fierce U.S. 
critic, but is unlikely to affect 
an oil trade crucial to both 
nations. 


Chavez had blocked Larry 
Palmer’s arrival after the 
American diplomat accused 
Venezuela ’ s government 
of close ties to leftist 
Colombian rebels. He also 
alleged declining morale 
and professionalism in 
Venezuela’s armed forces. 
Caracas’s insistence on 
refusing to let Palmer 
take up his post prompted 
Washington to effectively 
expel Venezuela’s envoy, 
Bernardo Alvarez Herrera, 
by withdrawing his visa, 
diplomatic sources and the 
U.S. State Department said. 
“It’s politicking as usual 
between these two but I don’t 
think we’re about to see a 
crude crisis. They both need to 
keep exports flowing,” said a 
non-U.S. diplomat in Caracas. 
The South American OPEC 
member, which is in a second 
year of recession, sells about 
1.2 million barrels per day of 
oil and products to the United 
States. That makes Venezuela 
the fifth biggest U.S. supplier 
after Canada, Saudi Arabia, 
Mexico and Nigeria. 

Although seeking to diversify 
its export portfolio to sell more 
to political allies like China, 
Venezuela cannot now afford 
to drastically reduce sales to 
the United States. Threats by 
Chavez in the past to do so 
have not materialized. 


At Detroit-area store 

Two workers killed in blast 


WAYNE, Mich. - Rescue 
workers spent all day and into 
the night combing through 
the pile of crumpled drywall, 
twisted metal and broken bits 
of couches, dining sets and 
dressers that was once William 
C. Franks Furniture store 
in the hope that two buried 
workers might be found alive, 
just as the store’s owner was. 
After more than 12 hours 
of searching, crews on 
Wednesday night instead 
recovered the bodies of a 
salesman and clerical worker 
who were killed in the natural 
gas explosion at the store in 
downtown Wayne, about 15 
miles from Detroit. 

Now, investigators must 
determine whether natural gas 


caused Wednesday morning’s 
explosion as crews clean 
up the mess. Eric Smith, a 
fire battalion chief who was 
assisting from Westland, noted 
the roof was made of concrete, 
making it difficult for anyone 
to survive the disaster. 

“You always hold out hope, 
but with that kind of weight, 
there wasn’t much to keep the 
structure from coming down,” 
Smith said after the second 
body was removed. 

The explosion that happened 
around 9 a.m. not only 
destroyed the store, it shattered 
windows at nearby businesses. 
“It sounded like a bomb,” 
said 47-year-old Lisa Johns, 
who said she was watching 
television in bed at her home 


nearby and rushed to the 
scene. “The power went off 
and came back on two or three 
minutes later.” 

Groups of firefighters entered 
the building four and five at 
a time, scraping away at the 
rubble using long poles with 
hooks on the end. Bobcats and 
front-loaders moved around 
the area. Video footage shot 
from TV helicopters showed 
dozens of rescuers working on 
and around the remains of the 
store. Wayne City Manager 
John Zech said rescuers using 
search dogs found the body 
of salesman James Zell, 64, 
of neighboring Westland, in 
the debris Wednesday night. 
Later, Shawn Bell, Wayne’s 
deputy fire marshal, said 


The spat is, however, sure to 
add to Chavez’s anger over 
recent U.S. criticism of his 
assumption of decree powers 
for 18 months. 

State Department spokesman 
Mark Toner said Caracas had 
brought the visa measure 
upon itself. “We said there 
would be consequences when 
the Venezuelan government 
rescinded agreement regarding 
our nominee, Larry Palmer. 
We have taken appropriate, 
proportional and reciprocal 
action,” Toner told reporters 
in an e-mail. 

CHAVEZ: “RESPECT US” 

There was no immediate 
reaction from Chavez but 
U.S.-Venezuelan lawyer Eva 
Golinger, who is a close ally 
of his, condemned the move as 
unjustified. 

“USA revokes the visa of the 
Venezuelan ambassador in 
Washington in revenge for the 
decision on Larry Palmer,” 
she was quoted by Venezuelan 
state media as saying. 

“Such cynicism and 
hypocrisy.” 

Alvarez was believed to be out 
of the country on Wednesday. 
In a speech Tuesday, the fiery 
Chavez, who has taken on 
Fidel Castro’s mantle as the 
leading critic of the United 
States in Latin America, 
reiterated his opposition to 
Palmer. 


“We have denied permission 
to this aspiring ambassador 
and now the U.S. government 
threatens us with reprisals,” he 
said. 

“They will do what they 
want but that man is not 
coming here as ambassador. 
Anyone who comes here as 
an ambassador has to show 
respect. This is a country that 
must be respected.” 

There had been hopes of a 
rapprochement when Chavez 
cut tirades against the “empire” 
and shook hands with Obama 
at a summit soon after the U.S. 
leader took office in January 
2009. But within months of 
that, Chavez said Obama was 
proving to be a disappointment 
and continuing the 
unacceptable foreign polices 
of his predecessor. Chavez 
has had a fiery time with U.S. 
envoys. In 2008, he expelled 
U.S. Ambassador Patrick 
Duddy from Caracas in a 
dispute over what he said was 
Washington’s involvement in 
violent protests in Bolivia. 
Among his comments to a 
U.S. senator, Palmer also 
had expressed concern about 
Cuba’s influence within the 
Venezuelan military. Chavez 
is a close ally of Cuba and 
thousands of Cubans work in 
Venezuela as doctors, nurses, 
teachers, technicians and 
advisers. □

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Obama bypasses Senate 

New U.S. Ambassadors named 

Posts to Azerbaijan, Syria, Turkey and the Czech Republic

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama has 
bypassed the Senate and 
directly appointed four new 
U.S. ambassadors whose 
nominations had been stalled 
or blocked by lawmakers for 
months. 

The White House announced 
Wednesday that Obama would 
use his power to make recess 
appointments to fill envoy 
posts to Azerbaijan, Syria 
and NATO allies Turkey and 
the Czech Republic. Recess 
appointments are made when 
the Senate is not in session 
and last only until the end of 
the next session of Congress. 
They are frequently used 
when Senate confirmation is 
not possible. 

Specific senators had blocked 
or refused to consider the 
confirmations of the nominees 
for various reasons, including 
questions about their 


qualifications. But in the most 
high-profile case, that of the 
new envoy to Syria, Robert 
Ford, a number of senators 
objected because they believed 
sending an ambassador to the 
country would reward it for 
bad behavior. 

“Making underserved 

concessions to Syria tells the 
regime in Damascus that it 
can continue to pursue its 
dangerous agenda and not 
face any consequences from 
the U.S.,” Rep. Ileana Ros- 
Lehtinen R-Fla., the incoming 
chairman of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, said in a 
statement. 

“That is the wrong message to 
be sending to a regime which 
continues to harm and threaten 
U.S. interests and those of 
such critical allies as Israel.” 
The administration had argued 
that returning an ambassador 
to Syria after a five-year 
absence would help persuade 
Syria to change its policies 


regarding Israel, Lebanon, 
Iraq and support for extremist 
groups. 

Syria is designated a “state 
sponsor of terrorism” by the 
State Department. 

President George W. Bush’s 
administration withdrew a 
full-time ambassador from 
Syria in 2005 after terrorism 
accusations and to protest 
the assassination of former 
Lebanese Prime Minister 
Rafik Hariri, killed in a 
Beirut truck bombing that his 
supporters blamed on Syria. 
Syria denied involvement. 
Obama nominated Ford, a 
career diplomat and a former 
ambassador to Algeria, to 
the post in February but his 
nomination stalled after his 
confirmation hearings and 
was never voted on. 

The other Obama nominees 
announced Wednesday 

are Matthew Bryza for 
Azerbaijan, Norman Eisen 
for the Czech Republic and 


Francis Ricciardone for 
Turkey. 

Bryza, a career diplomat, 
was opposed by some in 
the Armenian-American 
community because of 
comments he made in his 
previous position as deputy 
assistant secretary of state 
for European affairs while 
trying to negotiate an end 
to the Nargorno-Karabakh 
conflict between Armenia and 
Azerbaijan. 

The nomination of 
Ricciardone, another career 
diplomat who served as 


ambassador to Egypt during 
the Bush administration, had 
been held up by outgoing Sen. 
Sam Brownback, R-Kan., 
who had concerns about his 
work in promoting democracy 
while he was stationed in 
Cairo. 

The nomination of Eisen, a 
lawyer who has worked in the 
Obama White House on ethics 
and reform, was being held 
up by Sen. Charles Grassley, 
R-Iowa, who said the nominee 
had made misrepresentations 
to Congress about the firing of 
a federal official.□ 


Nevada snubs legal marijuana

LAS VEGAS - Nevada is known 
for letting just about anything slide, 
whether it’s booze, bets or brothels. 
But even here there are limits. 

It has been OK to smoke pot to treat 
illness for ten years. But don’t think 
about selling it. Lately, federal agents 
and local police have taken notice, 
raiding several pot shops in and around 
Sin City. 

All of it has pot activists scratching 


their heads: How is a state that has 
long lured visitors with promises of 
unconstrained debauchery stricter with 
pot than its more wholesome neighbors 
of Colorado, Arizona and California? 
“I really thought they would leave 
us alone,” said Pierre Werner, whose 
family’s pot shop was raided and who 
now faces federal charges. “No one 
should go to prison for a plant.” 
Political leaders and historians say 
these activists don’t know Nevada. 
Sure, they say, the state has libertarian 
leanings and is generally willing to 
prosper from activities that most states 
have declared repugnant. 

For many, however, pot is for hippies. 
And Nevada, borne in the rugged 
days of the Wild West, is no place for 
hippies. 

“The attitude was real men drank, 
whored and gambled — these are the 
vices of frontier men and women,” 
said Guy Rocha, Nevada’s former 
archivist. 

“When it comes to drugs, Nevada has 
looked at it as, That’s what those wild 
people in California do, or New York 
or Oregon,”’ he said. 

Nevada passed 

its medical marijuana law in 2000, four 
years after California passed its first- 


in-the-nation program. In all, 15 states 
and the District of Columbia allow it. 
Advocates say the strict Nevada law 
makes it nearly impossible to legally 
smoke pot. Patients cannot buy or sell 
marijuana and can only grow seven 
plants for personal use. 

Nevada’s health department, which 
regulates medical marijuana, tells 
patients it cannot provide information 
about how to grow cannabis. 

During the past year, at least 27 
marijuana shops have opened in Las 
Vegas, according to weedmaps.com, 
an online dispensary and physician 
locator service. 

The discreet outposts feature lengthy 
menus with whimsical names such as 
the Incredible Hulk, Purple Monster, 
Green Cheese and Pineapple Crack. 
Transactions are called donations, not 
purchases. Customers are patients. 
Marijuana is medicine. Police, 
however, still means trouble. 

The stores, many saying they are 
referral services for doctors willing to 
recommend marijuana, were largely 
left alone at first. 

Then came reports that undercover 
police officers were making buys at 
the dispensaries. 

In September, it was official. Local 


and federal investigators served search 
warrants at several marijuana shops in 
and around Las Vegas. 

Law enforcement officials refuse 
to discuss the raids, saying the 
investigations remained open. They 
would not say what prompted the 
crackdown. 

Federal law continues to classify 
marijuana as a controlled substance, 
prohibited from being prescribed by 
doctors. 

Attorney General Eric Holder has 
said federal prosecutors will not 
pursue people who sell marijuana in 
compliance with a state law, but has 
warned that people who violate both 
federal and state laws will be targeted. 
Nevada has long lured revelers from 
across the world with promises of 
leggy temptresses, modem gladiators 
and fertile slot machines. 

Nearly a third of the state’s revenue 
comes from taxes on casino winnings. 
More than a decage ago, marijuana 
proponents enticed by Nevada’s 
hedonistic reputation began targeting 
the Silver State. Until 2000, Nevada 
had one of the nation’s strictest 
marijuana laws, when possession of a 
single joint was a felony punishable by 
a year or more in prison.Q

Bellagio nixing $25,000 chip after casino heist

soon or they’ll become 
worthless. 

Bellagio owner MGM Resorts 
International is giving public 
notice that it’s discontinuing 
its standard chip valued at 
$25,000 and calling for all 
gamblers holding the chips to 
redeem them by April 22. 
After that, gambling regulators 
say each red chip with a gray 
inlay won’t be worth more 
than the plastic it’s cast from. 
“The bottom line is that they’re 
not money,” said David Salas, 
deputy enforcement chief for 
the Nevada Gaming Control 
Board. 

MGM Resorts first posted 
notice of the redemption last 
week in the classifieds of the 
Las Vegas Re view-Journal 
newspaper. That’s one week 
after a robber wearing a 
motorcycle helmet held up 
a craps table at gunpoint and 
made off with a bag of chips 
of varying denominations. 
Police and casino officials 
have been working since the 
Dec. 14 heist to try to locate 


the bandit and keep watch 
on anyone trying to cash in 
the chips, which ranged in 
denomination from $100 to 
$25,000. 

A police spokeswoman said 
Wednesday there have been 
no significant developments 
in the case since then. 

MGM Resorts spokesman 
Alan Feldman told The 
Associated Press the chips 
were switched out at the tables 
within an hour of the robbery, 
and the Bellagio immediately 
filed to discontinue the chips. 
Feldman said the move 
was designed to avoid 
inconveniencing players 
using the high value chips. 
He said he did not know how 
many chips existed and were 
uncashed. 

“Obviously, anyone walking 
with one of the old series is 
going to be subject to a certain 
amount of questioning as to 
how they obtained them — 
assuming it isn’t someone 
we know,” Feldman told 
the AP. “It’s pretty unusual 


for someone we don’t know 
to come strolling up with a 
handful of $25,000 chips.” 
Discontinuing chips — though 
done in this case because of the 
robbery — is not uncommon 
for Las Vegas casinos, even 
at high denominations, Salas 
said. Commemorative chips to 
mark a noteworthy prizefight 
for example, often have a finite 
circulation. On Wednesday, 
the Silver Nugget Casino in 
North Las Vegas posted notice 
it planned to discontinue chips 
with the Mahoney’s Silver 
Nugget logo. 

State laws require casino 
operators to serve notice, file 
a plan with regulators and give 
gamblers a reasonable amount 
of time to cash in any chips 
they’re holding — in this case 
four months. 

The move may be moot 
given other casino safeguards 
designed to track patrons who 
cash high-value chips, but will 
help the casino by lessening 
the number of chips outside 
its possession. □ 
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Jobless claims lowest in more than two years 


New claims for unemployment 
benefits dropped more than expected 
last week to their lowest level in 
more than two years, suggesting the 
labor market recovery was gaining 
strength. 

Initial claims for state unemployment 
benefits fell 34,000 to a seasonally 
adjusted 388,000, the lowest reading 
since early July 2008, the Labor 
Department said on Thursday. 
That was well below economists’ 
expectations for 415,000. 

The prior week’s claims figure was 
revised modestly up to 422,000 from 
the previously reported 420,000. A 
Labor Department official said there 
was nothing unusual in the state- 
level data and described the report 
as clean. 

“This adds to the idea that the 
jobs picture is improving ... this is 
another feather in the cap of the idea 
of recovery,” said Adam Sarhan, 
chief executive of Sarhan Capital in 


New York. 

U.S. Treasury debt prices, already 
soft before the data, lost more 
ground, while the dollar pared losses 
against the yen. S&P stock index 
futures trimmed losses. 

The four-week average of new 
jobless claims, considered a better 
measure of underlying labor market 
trends, fell 12,500 to 414,000, the 
lowest level since the week ending 
July 26, 2008. 

The steady decline in claims in 
recent weeks likely indicates the 
pace of job creation picked up this 
month, after the Labor Department’s 
non-farm payrolls report showed 
employers added a paltry 39,000 
jobs in November. 

The December employment data is 
due on January 7, and a preliminary 
Reuters survey shows economists 
expect non-farm payrolls increased 
126,000 this month, but still not 
enough to significantly reduce 


the unemployment rate, which is 
expected to have edged down to 
9.7 percent from 9.8 percent in 
November. 

The claims data also showed the 
number of people still receiving 
benefits under regular state programs 
after an initial week of aid rose 
57,000 to 4.13 million in the week 
ended December 18, above market 
expectations for 4.10 million. The 
prior week’s figure was revised 
slightly up to 4.07 million. 

The so-called continuing claims 
data covered the survey week for 
the December employment report’s 
household survey from which the 
unemployment rate is derived. 

The jobless rate is likely to remain 
elevated as the improving labor 
market and general economic 
conditions lure discouraged job 
seekers back into the labor force. 
The number of people on emergency 
unemployment benefits fell 77,741 



to 3.71 million in the week ended December 
11, the latest week for which data is available. 
A total of 8.87 million people were claiming 
unemployment benefits during that period 
under all programs.□ 



Spain PM says ecnnomy 
will grow in 4th quarter 


Spain’s prime minister 
said Thursday he expected 
the Spanish economy to 
grow again in the final 
three months of the year 
after a flat third quarter 
performance raised fears that 
the eurozone’s fourth largest 
economy could be heading 
back into recession. 

Jose Luis Rodriguez 
Zapatero said his prediction 
last year that 2010 would see 
a return to growth had been 
vindicated, but that further 
reforms were necessary in 
the year ahead to strengthen 


the economy. 

“This has happened.” he said. 
“But we know that it is slow 
and weak growth and we still 
have decisive tasks ahead to 
consolidate and strengthen 
that growth.” 

Giving reporters an end-of- 
year review of the country’s 
economic and political 
situation, Zapatero said none 
of the three quarters this year 
had falling output and that 
he expected the final quarter 
to show growth had returned 
official figures for the fourth 
quarter are not due till early 


2011. 

The Spanish economy posted 
a flat quarterly performance 
during the July-September 
period though it rose 0.2 
percent on a year-on-year 
basis the first such rise in 
seven quarters. In the first 
two quarters of the year, 
growth was extremely tepid. 
Spain’s recovery from 
recession has been the 
slowest of Europe’s main 
economies, such as Germany 
and France. 

The country’s recession was 
triggered by a collapse in its 
key real estate sector during 
the international financial 
crisis. 

One of the government’s 
chief tasks is to slash a 
swollen deficit from 11.2 
percent of gross domestic 
product in 2009 to within the 


European Union limit of 3 
percent by 2013. 

Zapatero said the government 
was on track to meet those 
objectives following a series 
of labor market reforms 
and austerity measures 
introduced earlier this year. 
However, international 
bodies insist Spain needs to 
do more. 

Zapatero said he was 
determined to present 
reforms to the country’s 
pension system including 
pushing back retirement age 
from 65 years to 67 years by 
the end of next month. 

“It would be doing the 
country a disservice not to 
make these changes now,” 
Zapatero said. 

He argued that adjustments to 
how pensions are calculated 
are needed if the system is 


not to collapse in the coming 
years as the number of people 
retiring swells. 

The planned change in 
retirement age has triggered 
threats from unions of 
a second general strike, 
following one called in 
September against the 
austerity measures and labor 
reforms. 

Zapatero said he was 
confident 2011 would lead 
to greater employment and 
help bring down a jobless 
rate of nearly 20 percent, the 
highest rate in the eurozone. 
The premier also announced 
increases of between 1 
percent and 2 percent for 
pensioners and minimum 
wage earners, saying that 
even in hard times the 
government would not forget 
those who had least.Q 






























Cuban vaccine for luno cancer showing success in trials 



HAVANA, Cuba - Cuban 
authorities have announced 
plans to extend the clinical 
trials for its lung cancer 
vaccine to terminal patients 
in stages three and four of 
the disease. CIMAVAX EGF, 
the first Cuban therapeutic 
vaccine to treat advanced 
lung cancer and the only 
one registered in the world 
for this type of malignant 
tumor, is being extended by 
way of a stage four clinical 
trial protocol, which includes 
people with advanced lung 
cancer in stages three and 
four who had no response to 
specific oncological treatment 
and are receiving palliative 


care in their health areas. 
Word of this has come from 
Pedro Pablo Guerra, of the 
National Coordination Center 
for Clinical Trials who told 
the Cuban News Agency 
that the vaccine had proven 
effectiveness and increased 
the survival of patients with 
this disease. This clinical trial, 
which began in June 2009 in 
Bayamo, eastern Granma 
province, is being extended 
throughout the country in the 
polyclinics, and specifically 
measures safety and 
effectiveness by way of the 
study of adverse effects and 
variables, such as survival, 
quality of life and nutritional

TOKYO - Japan’s Nintendo 
has issued a health warning 
over the 3D function on its 
upcoming gaming console, 
recommending children aged 
six and under do not play 
with it to prevent damage to 
their eyes. 

At a promotional event near 
Tokyo in January, “we will 
offer 2Ds alone to children 
aged six and younger as 
continuing to watch 3D 
images for a long time

Nintendo said. 

The new-generation DS 
console — which enables 
users to play 3D games 
without special glasses — 
missed the Christmas season 
but will be released on 
February 26 in Japan and in 
March in the United States, 
Europe and Australia. 
Nintendo is to hold an 
admission-free three-day 
event in Chiba, east of Tokyo, 
from January 8 to let gamers 
try the new console ahead of 
its launch. 

The Kyoto-based company 
issued the caution in a 
message posted on its website 
to those who plan to try the 
3DS. 

Nintendo noted that experts 
say 3 D images—not only those 
of the Nintendo 3DS but 
also those in cinemas and 


on television — could affect 
the development of vision in 
small children. 

The gaming gadget features 
the trademark DS dual 
screens, with the upper 
screen providing 3D images 
and the other controlled by 
touch with a stylus. 

The illusion of depth can be 
increased or decreased so 
that games can be played in 
both 2D and 3D. 

Nintendo called for use of the 
console’s “parental control” 
function so that children 
aged six and below play only 
in 2D, and it noted that some 
people feel more tired when 
playing 3D games than 2D 
versions. 


The hugely popular Nintendo 
DS has sold more than 130 
million units worldwide and 
its new 3D feature has drawn 
keen interest from media and 
gamers. 

Sony has released its 
PlayStation Move system, 
which enables users wearing 
special glasses to play 3D 
games using wand-shaped 
motion controllers. 

In motion-sensing 

games, Nintendo’s Wii has 
faced competition from 
Microsoft’s Kinect for the 
Xbox 360 system, which lets 
players use body gestures and 
does not require handheld 
controllers. □

Meet the Mice with Two Dads: A Reporter’s Squeaky lab Tour 



The problem with the mice 
with two fathers is that they’re 
distractingly adorable. Sure, 
they’re a mean feat of genetic 
engineering and a possible 
first step on the long road 
toward gay couples creating 
biological children. But with 
their tiny bewhiskered faces 


and itty-bitty paws, it’s hard 
to ignore: This is scientific 
progress at its cutest. 

I came to this conclusion 
while holding one of the mice 
in a basement lab here at MD 
Anderson Cancer Center. 
The mice are a reproductive 
first: Instead of having

chromosomes from both a 
mother and a father, these 
critters get all of their DNA 
from two dads. Researchers 
led by MD Anderson geneticist 
Richard Behringer announced 
the existence of the mice Dec. 
8 in the journal Biology of 
Reproduction. When I found 
out the babies were still alive 
and thriving, I knew I had to 
meet them. 

Babies from two daddies 
Behringer, a soft-spoken 
man who seems to choose 
every word with care, was 
kind enough to let me do just 
that. We met in Behringer’s 
eighth-floor office, which 
contains, among other things, 
a butterfly net and a copy of 
Dan Brown’s “The Da Vinci 
Code.” When I mentioned 
the latter, which was wedged 
between “Manipulating the 
Mouse Embryo: A Laboratory 
Manual” and Lewis Thomas’ 
“The Lives of a Cell: Notes of 
a Biology Watcher,” Behringer 
rolled his eyes. 

“I couldn’t put that stupid 
book down,” he said. 

It took Behringer and his team 
two years to see the mouse 
project through to completion. 
To coax viable baby mice 
from the genes of two males, 
the researchers engineered 
cells taken from male mice so 
they became stem cells that 
could then become any tissue. 
Those cells are called induced 
pluripotent stem cells, or iPS 
cells. 

Because of natural genetic 
accidents, some of these 
male iPS cells lose their 


Y chromosome, becoming 
XO cells with a single sex 
chromosome instead of the 
typical XY genotype. 

The researchers then injected 
the stem cells into a regular 
mouse embryo, creating a 
sort of genetic hybrid, or 
chimera. The cells from the 
blastocysts would be normal, 
two-chromosomed XX cells. 
But the cells from the iPS 
injection would be single- 
chromosomed XO cells. 

When the chimera mated with 
a regular male, some of their 
babies contained only genes 
from the regular male and the 
male iPS cells. 

“It’s a little twisty, because 
it is a female giving birth, 
and it is her eggs,” Behringer 
said. “But genetically, it’s his 
genome.” 

Brown and black mice 
With the backstory explained, 
we headed downstairs to 
meet the mice. After a ride 
in a rodent-scented elevator 
(imagine the smell of a vet’s 
office), it was off to the 
locker rooms, where one of 
Behringer’s graduate students 
helped me suit up for my 
visit. No one goes into the 
live animal area without 
shoe-covering booties, a 
long yellow smock, gloves, a 
surgical cap and a face mask. 
The precautions aren’t to 
protect humans, the grad 
student explained; they’re to 
keep the mice safe from any 
bugs we might carry. 

The mice reside in a room 
full of long metal shelves, all 
stacked with amber-colored 
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cages. Behringer selected 
two cages, which we took to 
a spare room next door for a 
closer look. 

Even for a novice, it was easy 
to tell which mice had two 
fathers and which came from 
a more traditional parentage. 
That’s because Behringer and 
his team used brown mice to 
create the male stem cells that 
contribute to the two-fathers’ 
genome. 

The normal embryo they 
injected those stem cells into 
came from a black mouse. So 
the babies genetically related 
to the embryo are black, while 
those genetically related to 
the stem cells are brown. 

The daddy-only mice are 
completely normal, Behringer 
said. They certainly act no 
different from their black 
counterparts, sniffing around 
their cages and pulling 
themselves up the sides like 
they’re doing chin-ups. I 
held one in my hand, and it 
sniffed my glove thoroughly 
before peering down at its 
cage mates with black, bulgy 
eyes. [Photo: Mouse with two 
daddies] 

The research team produced 
27 of the double-daddy mice, 
and Behringer said he’ll 
likely mate some of them 
to demonstrate that they’re 
fertile (there’s no reason they 
shouldn’t be, he said). He’s 
now working to see if he can 
take stem cells that have lost 
their second sex chromosome 
(the X-only iPS cells used 
back in the beginning of the 
mouse experiment) and put 
a replacement chromosome 
back in. 

In mice, offspring with just 
one X chromosome - an XO 
genotype, in other words 
- do just fine. In humans, 
most embryos with only 
one sex chromosome die. 
Those that do survive with 
an XO genotype have Turner 
syndrome. Women with 
Turner syndrome are infertile 
and may have other health 
problems. 

If the transfer techniques 
work, scientists could start 
with male cells, turn them 
into XO stem cells, and then 
add in new X chromosomes, 
effectively turning a male 
body cell into a female stem 
cell.Q 
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Billy Taylor, ardent jazz promoter, dies at 89 


Billy Taylor, an acclaimed 
jazz pianist and composer 
who became one of the 
genre’s most ardent advocates 
through radio, television and 
the landmark Jazzmobile arts 
venture, has died at age 89. 
Taylor died Tuesday of a heart 
attack in Manhattan, said his 
wife, Theodora Taylor. “He 
enjoyed his life,” she said. 
“Music was his love.” 

Though he had a noteworthy 
career as a musician and 
composer that spanned 
decades, and played with 
luminaries such as Charlie 
Parker, Dizzy Gillespie and 
Miles Davis, Billy Taylor 
was probably best known as a 


tireless jazz booster, educator 
and broadcaster. 

Dr. Taylor, as he preferred to 
be called, was the first black 
to lead a television studio 
orchestra in the 1950s. He 
helped found Jazzmobile in 
the 1960s which began as 
mobile, outdoor concerts on a 
parade float to bring free music 
to inner city neighborhoods. 
He was host of a popular 
jazz show on National Public 
Radio from 1977 to 1982. 
And, in what he later called 
one of his more significant 
accomplishments, he profiled 
musicians for CBS’ Sunday 
Morning show winning an 
Emmy Award in 1983 for a

Tala challenges 
homosexual taboo 


Novelist Abdellah Taia, who has won acclaim in France and 
readers abroad, has challenged a taboo in his native Morocco 
and won’t back down: he is the first writer to come out as gay in 
a country that bans homosexuality. 

For 37-year-old Taia, who has lived in Paris for the last decade, 
being homosexual and Muslim are not mutually exclusive. He 
“feels Muslim” and is from a country where Islam is the state 
religion. 

“I am the first Moroccan writer who has spoken openly about 
his homosexuality, to acknowledge it, but without turning my 
back on the country I’m from,” he said. 

“My homosexuality, I already felt it from the age of 13, at 
school. 

“But despite this, I feel Muslim. There is no incompatibility 
between Islam and choices of sexual identity,” he told AFP on a 
recent visit back to Morocco. 

Taia, who writes in French and has been translated into Spanish 
and English, emerged from obscurity to make a splash on the 
French literary scene with novels such as the 2005 “Fe Rouge 
du Tarbouche” (The Red of the Fez), an autobiographical 
account of his life in Paris, where he moved in 1999. 

In November, he was awarded the prestigious 2010 Prix Flore 
for young authors. 

A slim, softspoken man with a timid smile, the writer was born 
in a working-class neighbourhood in Sale, the Moroccan capital 
Rabat’s twin city, into a childhood marked by deep poverty.□ 


piece on Quincy Jones. 

Arnold J. Smith, a professor 
of jazz history at New Jersey 
City University and friend of 
Taylor’s, said the pianist was 
“one of our best spokesmen 
ever in the history of this 
music. To the point that, it’s 
my feeling and others, that 
he sacrificed his jazz piano 
playing for the cause of jazz.” 
When asked by an interviewer 
in 2007 how he would talk to 
a jazz newbie, Taylor said it 
depended on the “quality of 
the music.” 

“When it’s well played, there’s 
not a lot you have to say, 
because if you play it right, 
then people get that melody, 
the rhythm, or whatever the 
aspect of the music is that is 
attractive to them,” he said. 
“But one of the things that we 
have not done is to put jazz in 
the position that it deserves in 
our society.” 


For Taylor, jazz was a central 
musical form for telling the 
story of America. 

“If you really listen to that, 
study that, everything you 
need to know about America 
is right there, and it’s up to us 
who’ve experienced much of 
that to be able to share that,” 
he continued. 

William Taylor was bom 
July 24, 1921, in Greenville, 
N.C., but he grew up mostly 
in Washington, D.C. After 
graduating from Virginia State 
College, where he studied 
sociology and music in the 
1940s, he moved to New 
York City to forge a career as 
a jazz pianist. He lucked out, 
landing a gig playing with 
Ben Webster, Big Sid Catlett 
and Charlie Drayton opposite 
the Art Tatum Trio, he told an 
interviewer in 1994. 

His went on to lead the Billy 
Taylor Trio, and composed 



dozens of pieces for 
ensembles as well as more 
than 300 songs, including the 
popular “I Wish I Knew How 
It Would Feel to Be Free.” 
Besides his wife, he is survived 
by a daughter, Kim Taylor- 
Thompson, a law professor 
at New York University. A 
son, Duane, died in 1988. 
Funeral arrangements were 
pending.□
